The water has been too cold for com

It is a well-known fact that an off-shore 
wind blows all the warm water out to 
sea, and off-shore winds are all that has 
favored the beach. But thongh the 
water was dangerously cold a considera

The water will become warm about 
as soon as the crowd arrives, and then 
every morning the beach will be filled 
with sight-seers and bather?. 


Sunday nig tit, again, a largo fleet of

One Hundred i&i1 Yifty-si? the 


Latest Estimate of Dead.

Kcw York, July 2.— In the appalling 


disaster which fall with such 
awful 


swiftness on the port of New York on 
Saturday the loss of life and property 
goeb far beyond any similar catastrophe 
recorded in its history. 
Conservative 


estimates made yesterday, after the ex- 
tdtetuent of the night before had died 
fiown and some sort of order had been 
*volv«l out of the chaos and wreck, plac- 
ed the number of the victims at 150, of 
which 12G were roasted in the huge ovens 
Into which the bolds and lower compart- 
toents of the three ships were converted 
oir drowned in th-; waters of the Hudson 
river under a fiery pall of. Swirling 
sparks. 
' Thirty were caught on the piera nlonK- 
tide of which the burning tcsiiels were 
moored and either were suffocated by 
choking clouds of black smoke, torn to 
pieces by explosion or driven to death in 
the frenzied leap into the awift running 
tide. 


This is the conservative estimate of the 


loss ot human life. It scarcely can bf 
less. It may aud probably will be more. 
No record exists by which can be com- 
puted within even 40 per cent of ac- 
cutacy the exact number of men. wo- 
rouu and children that were on the pieri 
and in the whips when the dainen. sweep- 
ing with almost the suddenness of the 
lightning's flush, ingulfed them. 


Of the men iu the bowebt of the ships, 


employed at their several duties and en- 
tered on the roster, there may be an esti- 
mate made, but of the army of labor- 
ers, the workers ou the docks, the men 
•who are ciphers oft the records of the 
Steamship- companies— -no computation an 
to how many ot thiit claw fell victims to 
fire and water e*er \vill be made. 
Total Number Never Will He Known. 


It will be possible in a day or two to 


find how many men of family are in the 
mlnning lint, but the wandering workers

now. 
Government officials here, while 


not earing to express any opinion as to 
the accuracy of the statements of Mr. 
Croodnow, me apparently inclined to put 
faith in them. Shanghai i.« a hotbed o( 
sensationalism nt all times of trouble in 
China and has not lessened it1* leputufion 
in that regard in the existing crisis, but 
Mr. Goodnow has not sent any reports 
that he did not believe to be true. 
The 


fact that the state derailment made pul- 
Hc the content5; of his dispatches, not 
even suppressing the strictures on the 
character of Prince Tuan. is especially 
significant, indicating that the govern- 
ment must have good roawon to believe 
that Mr. Goodnow's Information is :>.u- 
thontie. It is noticeable that Mr. Good- 
now did not "end at tlie time (June 151 i) 
the statement that a dispntch had been 
received in Shanghai from the viceroy of 
Pe-cbi H that the other foreign ministers, 
Vou Ketteler excepted, were safe. 
His- 


mention of it six days inter is evidence 
that he has satisfied liimvelt' that the 
viceroy's lepoit wns correct.

THE BOOKS WITH WHICH UNCLE SAM 


BEGAN BUSINESS. 


They Are Among the Highly Prized Curi- 


ORltle* In tli« ?r«Mtiry DepMrtmgnt al 
Washington and Contain Account* of 


and Franklin. 


Among the curiosities at the United 


States treasury department in Washing- 
ton kept on hand by obliging clerks for 
the purpose of entertaining tourists who 
may hqppen during the course of the sight- 
seeing to visit the nation's capital and 
Uncle Sam's principal strong box there is 
a bet of books that commands the imme- 
diate attention of all who see them. The 
Eel consists oC a ledger, a journal and a 
blotter, or wastobook. and was $he first 'set 
of books used for jotting down the buai- 
n^ss of that ajl important b^anph of, the 
government;— one,, by the wajy, that is giv- 
ing a deal of trouble to thinkers .today — 


' tho treasury 


Tho bookB ore over 130 years old, and 


forming, as they do, the first link in the 
obulu of the history of, this country's 
financial dealings with il s representatives, 
both at home and abroad, during tho period 
of the Bevolution — that time that tried 
men by flro — aro not only interesting but 
instructh c. They are both rare and valu- 
able — rare UK a specimen of the old time 
bookkeeping then in vogue, when there 
were no books luled so as to divide (he 
page into the pretty columns of figures so 
common now and when steel pens were 
practically unknown and valuable for the 
associations tbnfr cluster around them and 
hallow them and for the priceless records 
they contain. 


Under the continental congress there 


was no such tiling as a treasury depart- 
ment, a board of treasury being provided 
to take charge of the new nation 's finances. 
£>oon after this board of treasury was or- 
ganized, on April 1, 1750, tho treasurer's 
office was instituted, and two weeks later 
tho first entry was'mado on the blotter of 
tho set mentioned above, and the keeping 
of the fl«>t books containing records of the 
United States treasury department was 
begun, although the department at that 
time v»«s unheard of. It was opt until 
Sept. SJ, 1789, or over 18 years after tho 
board of treasury and tbe'XJnitod States 
treasurer's office were instituted, that the 
present! United States treosuiy depart- 
ment was created, with Alexander Hamil- 
ton of New York as the secretary of the 
treasuiy, Nicholas Eveloigh of South Car- 
olina fifbt comptroller, Oliver Wolcott, Jr., 
of Connecticut 
first auditor, Samuel 


Morodith of Pennsylvania treasurer and 
Johuph Nourso of Virginia register. These 
were the original olHcers and bureaus ol 
the treasury department, but from time to 
time, begin nin or !n 1816, other offices or 
bureaus wero added as tho exigencies c' 
tho public service in financial matters re- 
quired. 


One interesting phase of tho accounts 


shown by these books is that of the uncer- 
tainty as to locution of the headquarters of 
the continental congress nud Uncle Sam's 
money box. Tho dates and headings of 
various entries show that the government 
of the republic w as compelled to move 
about from place to placo pretty lively, 
sometimes a remarkably long jump in a 
remarkably short space of time, to escape 
British interference with the way in 
which our forefathers thought tho affairs 
of this country should be handled. Phila- 
delphia finally became tbo home of tbo 
books at tho close of the Revolution and 
continued so until 1800, when tho general 
government was moved to tho new capital 
prov ided for It on the banks of the Po- 
tomac ri\er in tho District of Columbia. 


The blotter or wastebook is, of conrse, 


much moro interesting than tho other 
books in the set on account of tho details 
that are set forth on its pages. Tho writ- 
ing on it is not nearly so good as that in 
the Journal or ledger, but it is legible 
and, as in the other books, remarkably 
well preserved. 


The first entry in this book was made, 


as stated, April 1C, 1770, and this is tho 
first entry, of course, in both journal and 
ledger. It is an item of certain moneys 
paid to James Warren, paymaster general 
of the United States army. In the ledger 
and journal tbo writing is beautifully 
done, while the paper and ink aro remark- 
ably well preserved. Tho paper had no 
lines on it at that time, and the bookkeeper 
was compelled to do his own ruling, but 
his work bears a close inspection and 
would pass for machine ruling at a cursory 
examination. Nearly all the prominent 
mon of the period of the Revolution are 
mentioned in both ledger and journal, 
and many interesting items are to be 
found opposite their names. One highly 
Interesting entry is that of the lottery con- 
ducted by the United States government 
in 1791. 


The accounts of CSoorge Washington are 


all entered in thcso books in due shape, 
and are always items of money paid on his 
demand. Washington would receive no 
stated salary for his services to tho gov- 
ernment, but stipulated that he should 
submit from time to time statements of es- 
pouses, as occasion should arise, for which 
ho felt sure that the government would re- 
imburse him,, and these entries are to ac- 
count for the demands he made during 
%He Revolutionary period. Of course when 
he became president his salary became 
fixed.— Philadelphia Times.

A PRINCE'S CONSTANCY. 


This Surprising Statement Bae Beeu Mado 


by an Expert. 


"A thoroughly l,toa}thy person Is never 


hungry." Thus says Dr. William Bonry 
Porter of tho Strathmoie, who is a recog- 
nized authority on dietetics. 


Up to tbls date a huge appetite has al- 


most invariably beou considered as evi- 
dence of a good physical condition. Many 
persons will realize, after weighing tho 
doctor's remark, that their great desiro 
for food at certain times is a warning that 
all is not well with them 


Dr. Porter supports his startling state- 


ment by fiome interesting explanatory 
facts. 
Tho healthy person does not slight 


his meals, it must be understood, but does 
ample justice to them. Yet not umil ho 
tastes the food before him, says Dr. Ppi- 
ter, does bo realize the need of it. He 
could go about and forget his mealtimes 
but for tbo force of circumstances. 


Tho paugs of hunger are felt as an effect 


of imperfect indigestion. 


Dr. Porter gives some valuable informa- 


tion on tbo question which and of what 
kind shall bo tho principal meal—morn- 
ing, noon or night?- In speaking of this 
ho said: 


"As in tbo running of an engine the 


most intensive consumption of fuql must 
be just prior to and in accordance with 
tho amount of work to be performed, so 
in a man tbo time for taking and tho 
quantity and quality of the meal ingested 
or tbo determination of the 'principal 
meal' juust bo in harmony with the work 
to bo accomplished. If tbo individual is 
to begin bib dally labors botween 4 and 0 
in tbo morning and terminate thorn bo- 
tucen 5 and 6 o'clock in tho evening, it 
necehhitntoH tho taking of a good and lib- 
eral breakfast ut nn early hour in tho 
morning from a half hour to an hour bo- 
foro beginning notho work, especially so 
if tho last meal of the day previous him 
boon a light one tit 0 o'clock, as is tho 
common habit of this class. Habits of this 
kind naturally call for tho heaviest meal, 
which uiso »n«y bo called tho principal 
meal, at noon or near that hour. 


"On the other hand, if tho custom is to 


riso between C and 8 in the morning and 
tho largest amount of work la performed 
between 9 in tho morning and tho suc- 
ceeding rniduight, an entirely different 
arrangement of tho meals must bo fol- 
lowed. In this class a light breakfast is 
in order at about 8 in tho morning, a 
stronger, nioro substantial meal at 1 
o'clock in the forenoon and tlio hoavio&t 
and whut justly deserves to bo called the 
principal meal should bo taken from C to 
7 in tho evening;, because this Is mom 
nearly in tho middle of tho working hours. 
When tho l.ibors aro continued until mid- 
night and tho hour of resting is of UT tins 
time, n li&ht inonl should bo taken at 11 
o'clock."—St. Louis Republic.

Fow people outside tho naval service 


know just how a war vessel goes into a 
fight. To put a battleship in thorough 
readiness for action ordinarily requires 
uboi't two hours, though, of course, it can 
be done in much less time in case of 
urgency. 


If a bhip engages an onemy unexpected- 


ly, HO tbat there is not tbo usual time for 
preparation, the cull to quarters is sound- 
ed immediately and the men tako their 
places in divisions. , In this case each di- 
vision attends to a part of the work of 
dealing tho ship, but ordinarily tho first 
signal Is, "Clear for action." At the 
uojtsviain's whistle" and tbo verbal com- 
mand tbo men niovo to their positions, 
those whoso places are on deck forming in 
equnds under tbo direction of the differ- 
ent ofliceis 
Tie captain takes his place 


on tho bridge. Later, when tbo battle bo 
gins, he will go into tho protected conning 
tow or, through tho narrow slit of which 
be can wotob everything that takes place 
on (!eok and tbo movement of the enemy 
as well. 


Koar the captain stand the navigator, 


who will bavochargoof tbo handling of 
tho ship during the ougagement, the sig- 
nal officer and the v arious aids. First of 
all the decks and working spaces are clear- 
ed. The spars, rigging and boats aro se- 
cured. Everything movable that will not 
be needed during the engagement is firmly 
lashed Into placo, where it will not inter- 
fere with tbo vvork. The topmen, who aro 
in charge of the little platform high up on 
the mainmast, haul up arms and ammu- 
nition and make everything ready in theh 
lofty quarters, evon to filling tbo fire 
buckets with which to put out n blazo 
should "one be started up aloft. Tho car- 
penter tinder the direction of tho navlga 
tor, sees to the removal of awning stanch- 
ions, batch rails and every light object 
that is not essential to the management of 
the ship. Tho chronometers and other 
delicate instruments are carefully gathered 
up and laid away below to save them 
from destruction by concussion. Tho tor 
pedo division gets out its apparatus for 
sending torpedoes and spreads the inter 
cepting nets ovor the ship's bides, vrheri 
they can be quickly lowered if need be 


When the ship is cleared, tho call to 


quarters is giv en and tho mon tako their 
places in divisions. Tbo gun squads stand 
to their guns and mako them ready fo 
use. The hatches, except tboso that w il 
oe used, are covered with giutingsaud tar 
pauliiis, tho carpenter collects his mon and 
with tbo armorer stands ready to repai 
any damage that may bo dono by the eno 
my's flro or tho recoil of tho ship's cnn 
ion. A man with a lead line is placed a 
tbv well and during tho fight will iimko 
froqvont soundings to discover If tbo VPS 
sel is injured below tho water lino 
The 


hoso squad is placed in charge of the fire 
apparatus, loady for instant hervloo 


Down in the sick bay tho bead sursoon, 


or "bull doctor," has been diiooting tho 
laying out of cots, instruments and band 
ages. One hatchway us near amidships as 
possible is always loft open for tho passing 
down of wounded men. 


When everything is ready, the ollicers 


move to their stations. If the ship is n 
monitor tho battlo hatches ore closed, and 
the men at last hear the final command 
for which they hove beon Impatientlj 
waiting—"Action!" 


At that command tho doors of tho mag- 


azines aro opened and the men who form 
tho different c bnins of scuttles bogin to 
pass tho cartridge cases up to tho dock 
Tbo delivery of ammunition is in charge 
of tbo gunner. In modern naval outfits 
tho gunner is not, as many landlubbers 
suppose, tho man who fires tho cannon 
Ho Is n warrant officer, and his position is 
a most responsible ono in time of action, 
for ho must, see to the prompt and steady 
delivery of cartridges, shells and projec- 
tiles to all tho guns 
Tho chief gunner 


takes his position on tho berth, where ho 
can noto tho progress of tho work 
Hih 


Chief assistant is bolow in the main inaga 
zino, superintending tho handing out of 
pov, dor, and a quarter gunner is in charge 
of each of tbo other magazines and of tho 
delivery on deck. 


Tho charges aro passed up from tho 


magazines In wooden cases, which arc 
painted black, with tbo size of caliber and 
charge painted'in large white Ictteis on 
the side They aro possqd out of tho ruag- 
azino to a man Who sends them up to the 
lower dock. Then they aro passed through 
a slit in the magazine screen—a bea\y 
canvas cur*tain which is intended to'pre 
vert the possibility of sparks reaching to 
tho powder stores, l^rom this, scrceli car 
r!ers tako the boxes to thp nuarest powder 
sc(]ttle,"whcre they nro passed Up to tho 
gun deck and tbenco to tho cannon them 
selves. 


A crew of 1C men is required to man 


each of the big guns, such as the 13 inch 
and 18 inch cannon of tho Iowa and In- 
diana. They are divided into loaders, 
spongers, shell men, bandspIkoSnen, side 
tackle men, in tackle mon and port tackle 
men and ore under tho direction of u first 
and second gun captain. Tbero are also a 
powder mafe who delivers the charge to 
the'gun, al!reinan and a Wreck clearer. 


I In firing at a ship tbo target Is always 
jtho water line. Though the computing 
instruments now used are of great value, 
the only way to get' the exact range now, 
as formerly, is to sec whether thp first 
shot falls short or over and to move hor up 
a'notch or let her down, as tbo case may 
require. 


-Tbo firing of this first shot releases' tho 


pent up tension of the preparations, which 
is succeeded by a fever of work.—Ex- 
change.

K. Talbot Kelly, the English artist, has 


written for The Century an article enti- 
led "An Artist Among the Fellaheen."

Built entirely of,BUD dried mud, tbo 


small, low huts, from considerations of 
••oonomy and space, 'join one another 
vbenever possible. Ka$row aud tortuous 
anes, left at haphazard, form tho only 
bbroughfares, in which at first appears to 
>e a huge mound of mud, surmounted-by 
leaps of cotton and durra stalks, which 
torve tho dual purpose of thatch and fuel. 
Many of these lanes are mere culs-de sac, 
ending abruptly in a neighbor's court} ard 
and forcing- one to retrace bis steps and 
try again. Experience has taught mo that 
t is neve? wise to assumo that tbo streets 
eadlu the direction at first suggested. It 
s often Safer to start the other way and

;rust to the winding of tho path to bring 
ono out somowhero near the desired spot. 


As a rule, tho villages have the appear- 


ance of fortifications, tbo outside walls bo- 
ng froquentlj without doOrs or windows, 
and the lanes of the village terminating 
in massive wooden doors,, which are usu- 
ally closed at nightfall and guarded on the 
Inside by the village guff rah, or night 
watchmen. 


Each "house" has usually one door, 


opening into tho lane, small and low, and 
the few windows, if provided at all, are 
merely slits in the mud wall, innocent of 


or shutter, but ornamented with a 


lattice of split bamboo, placed crosswise 
during building. 
"Ventilation there is 


virtually noue, tbo smoke of tho flro of 
dung or corncobs finding its egress by tho 
door and well nigh choking tho inhabit- 
ants, which include not only tho family, 
but chickens, turkeys, pigeons, goats and 
whatever live stock tbo Inhabitants pos- 
sess. 


Every effort to exclude air seems to bo 


made, tho bouses being too low to feel tho 
breezes, and tho streets too narrow to al- 
low of any air circulation. Tho roofs, cov- 
ered with piles of rubbibh for fuel, afford 
accommodation for a sc'oond installment of 
goats, pigoons, cats, and especially dogs. 
One wonders how lli'o can bo supported in 
such conditloiib, jot tho people aro well 
conditioned and bealthy, living their lives 
in tho Holds and returning to tboir houses 
only to cat and sleep. Insect life natural^ 
abounds, tho Egyptinn flea particularly 
being a prodigy of manly vigor and activ- 
ity, but the fellah ha° a hido like a gamoos 
(the Egyptian buffalo), and oven trav clers 
like myself eventually become impervious 
to Its onslaught 
Outsldo tho village and 


almost at their very doors tho filth and 
offal of tho placo are doposltcd, resulting 
in tho development of thac plaguo pucull-ir 
to Egyptian life—"flies"—disgusting, but 
very necessary as scavengers, without 
which and tho equally valuable tat tbeso 
villages would quickly become uninhabit- 
able.

U*«s tv Whlcli It It fat. 


A wlileky barrol of the highest grad* 


costs from $3.50 to $2.75, nnd it is tho 
in jot uxpensivo of all barrels. It is made 
of heavy, solected, kiln dried oak, free 
from 'sap—a handsome and substantial 
piiekuge. Such barrels are made in great 
eooperaKfs in tbo west, in the neighbor- 
hood of the distilleries and In proximity 
when possible to the forests from which 
tbo materials for them aro taken. Whisky 
barrels of the best grade used to cost from 
SI to $5. Machinery has been brought 
more and nioro into use in making them, 
with the result that they are now cheaper 
than over before. 


These barrels are likely to be filled with, 


ivbisky and stored for three years or more 
before they are shipped. When a barrel 
has found its way into this market and 
into tbo hands of the final distributor and 
has been emptied, it is bought by a dealer 
in barrels. There are coopers and dealers 
In now and secondhand barrels who buy 
till tho barrels that offer and send out and 
gather up barrels, which they buy and sell 
In great numbers. 


Bought in this manner, tho whisky bar- 


rel is inspected and put in order, if it re- 
quires any repair, and sold, it may be, to 
a wholesale dealer In liquors, to be used 
for blended liquors, but it is much move 
likely not again to be used as a liquor pack- 
age, but to be sold for a vinegar or a cider 
barrel. 
In this use "it is not likely again 


to get as far away from New York as tho 
point whence It originally came, and when 
It gets back, here and has been again oinp- 
ticd it is sold again to the dealer. In the 
course of Its use and travels it may coma 
to need repairs, a new stave or two or now 
hoops. It is put in order aud sold again. 


When it has ceased to be useful as a 


vinegar or n cider barrel, gradually wear- 
ing out and becoming cheaper, it is sold 
as a plukle barrel, or^for sauerkraut, and 
finally it is likely to become a tar barrel, 
and after that it is broken up and de- 
stroyed. 


Mot counting the time that it may spend 


in storage before its first shipment, the 
whisky barrel is likely to last through tho 
various stages of its existence, from, tho 
time it starts out until tho end, two or 
throe yeans, though much depends upon 
tho care taken of it. Carefully handled, ifc 
may lust ten years or more. Tho whisky 
barrel holds 45 gallons. 


Thuro's a cheaper whisky barrel, also 


mtulo of oak, but of lighter materials, that 
costs from §1.500o 82, which Is used large- 
ly by uastorn distillers.—New York Sun. 


HILL IN LINCOLN. 


Holds n v Secret Conference WitJi 


Colonel Bryan. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 
2.—Ex-Senator 


David B. Hill spent the night in Lincoln, 
coming hero from Kansas City nt the so- 
licitation, it is asserted, of William ^J. 
Bryan, -with whom he was close tod for 
several hours at the home of the latter. 
Senator Hill arrived early last evening 
and was met by Mr. Bryan and a num- 
ber of \isiting politicians at the Liu- 
coin hotel, where Mr. Bryan, Senatoi 
Hill, Judge Addison Tibbetts, delegate 
at large from Nebraska; National Coin- 
mittecman Woodson of Kentucky and 
James G. McGuire and Eugene Hughes, 
district delegates from New York state, 
sat down to dinner. 
Mr. Bryan and 


Senator Hill left an hour later for t 
Bryan home for a conference which 
proved to be extended. In the midst of it 
Mr. Bryan^ was asUed if he or Mr. Hill 
would make any statement as to the visit 
of the New Yorker or the subject undoi 
discussion. 


"So far as I ara concerned I have no 


statement to make," was the reply. 


"Senator Hill says he has nothing to 


say," came a moment later from Mr. 
Bryan after the question to his visitor. 


Earlier in the evening, before leaving 


the hotel, Senator Hill excused himself 
from the newspaper men, insisting he had 
nothing to say. Senator Hill returned to 
Kansas City this morning. 


The feature of the day in Lincoln aside 


from the visit of Seiiator Hill was the 
fact that ft draft of the Democratic plat- 
form said to have the indorsement of Mr. 
Bryan and meeting the approval of his 
friends in nearly half the states in the 
Union has been made.

Undo Sam's business methods are 
often criticised as intricate aud laborious, 
but tho necessity of a system of records of 
this kind cannot be doubted.

About 15 per cent of the 7,000,000 pieces 


received yearly contain valuables. An ac- 
curate record of each article is made, giv- , 
ing its address and disposition. Six sets of *° 
books are used for this purpose, one for 
money, one for papers which bnvo u mon- 
:y value, !<s notes and mortgages; one for 
other valuable papers, such ns receipts and 
certificates; ono for stamps, ono for photo- 
graphs, and ono for property and miscella- 
neous articles received in packages. 


These nro all returned to the sender if 


the address is given. If there is no ad- 
dress, but n legible postmark, they aro 
unt to tho postmaster at tho mailing office 
for deli\ cry to the sender. If there is no 
address and no postmark, or if tho post- 
master fails to deliver the article and re- 
turns it to tho department, it is filed. 


In tho caso of property the articles filed 


are kept two years and then sold at public 
auction, excepting such books as are se- 
lected for the department library. Several 
hundred books aru added each year to the 
library, which is for tho use of tho officials 
and clerks exclusively. They comprise

In addition to these records Is a boot

Tbo registered ai tides received 
nro not distributed among tho six desks 
named, but n separate record is kept of 
them, so that these arc the largest ot the 
record books, nnd tho articles kept on filo 
hero arc misci'llanoons in character. 


Every month tho periodicals which have 


gone astray In the irinils and reached tbo 
dend letter cilice are distributed among 
tho charitable institutions of tho district. 
They aro tho department missiounries that 
cheer the sick and bless tho lonely. 
It is expected that tho order to postmas- 


ters in regard to the plainer stamping of 
letters v\ ill facilitate the work of this oflico 
to n largo degree. Postmasters are now 
ordered to stamp each lottor distinctly with 
tho numo of tho mailing office, 
times requires half n dozen clerks with 
magnifying lens nnd every facility for 
"blind reading" to decipher a single post- 
mark. This kind of stamping is usually 
done in tho smaller offices. Tho letters 
from largo cities almost always havo a 
legible postmark. When this ruling is 
enforced, tho percentage of matter returned 
will bo increased. 


Tho amount of matter received at tho 


dead lettor office hns decreased in the Inst 
few years. This is' probably due to tho 
efficiency of tho "Don't" circulars, which 
aro sent to all postmaotors for tho dissem- 
ination of rules of precaution to be ob- 
served by patrons of the mails. 


This office might bo called the head- 


quarters of Santa Clans. At any rate, it 
is where his mail is received. Every au- 
tumn his letters come in by hundreds, nod 
later by thousands. There is every variety 
of spelling and childish chirography. 
There is also a variety of places assigned 
as his abiding place, such as tho north 
pole, fairyland and other places not with- 
in reach of the postal service.

who send indefinitely addressed letters.

BACK TO THE EGYPTIANS. 


Sir Henry Wyat'o Felluo Friend And Bow 


It Saved Him From Death by Starvation 
tw Docieed by the Wicked King Rich- 
ard III. 


Some scholarly enthusiast should writs 


a volume on the folklore of oats. So long 
as we believed that the domestic cnt de- 
scended from tbo wild European spocies 
its appearance in legends and fairy tales 
was in no way nvora puzzling than that of 
tho fox or tbo wolf, but science has 
wrecked that comfortable theory, and it 
seems to follow that all the folklproof cats 
has arisen in historic time—a conclusion 
well worth the study of those who take in- 
terest in such subjects. Our cats aro a 
heritage from ancient Egypt. Max Muller 
pronounces that even the Sanskrit word is 
"comparatively recent." India received 
tho animal probably from the Greeks, who 
themselves had only lately become ac- 
quainted with it. 


Tho intelligent schoolboy <K ill jeer at 


this assertion. Does not Aristophanes re- 
fer to tho gale, and is not gale a cat? The 
husbandman in "Tho Peace" suspects it 
of stealing game from bis larder. "Any- 
how," ho says, "I heard tho galo making: 
a great noise there last night." What 
could this household pot be unless n cat? 
Professor Bolloston has demonstrated that 
It could be the white breasted marten and 
was, in fact, a delightful little creature 
for those who could bear its smell, and 
one not to be surpassed at mousing. 
It 


would seem that the Romans were not 
familial with cats, even in Pliny's day, 
for he evidently thinks that they smelled 
like a gale. It is alleged that the whole 
Roman literature contains less than half a 
dozen allusions to cats before the Christum 
era. 


Upon the other hand, a cat is represent- 


ed in one of tbo grandest and apparently 
one of the oldest .Etruscan tombs. It has 
just caught a mouse and holds it. No 
doubt there was intercourse between the 
Tuscans and the Egyptians. But in north- 
ern mythology the chariot of Freyga, or 
Frigga, is drawn by two cats. Shu was 
goddess of love and luck, very properly as- 
sociated with a creature which is gentle 
and tender at the domestic hearth, but en- 
terprising in courtship and fourlubs in 
mooting a rival. Is it to be credited that 
Freyga's cats were the wild variety F Tho 
mutter is not BO unimportant as it looks, 
but. decidedly this is not the place for an 
excursus upon the datu of tho Asa gods. 


In a very early saga wo find u wicked 


man, Thorolf Sleggju, defying tho venge- 
ance of his neighbors under protection of 
20 cats. At length the chief of the dlattiob 
111 usterod 18 men and a&sullud the liou^u. 
Thorolf posted his cats at tho door, "und 
they looked very florae, mowing and roll- 
ing their eyes." When tho chief ap- 
proached, "they cried out and began to 
act hideously." So ho remarked, "This la 
a wicked company," and withdrew to tho 
fence, where bis men pitched firebrands 
on tho roof and set it blazing. Thoiolf 
burst out presently with a chost of silver 
under each arm, caughtonuof his cnomlus 
and jumped Into tho neighboring bog, 
holding him tight. 
Neither bodies nor 


treasure could be recovered. Tho situ of 
his house was haunted by cats c\tr after- 
ward, "and evil was thought to ducll 
there." 


A volume is needed for this subject, be- 


cause among other reasons it must bo il- 
lustrated by btorlus, or the public will be 
bored, and stories fill up. 
A more btring 


of facts "goes in at one cur und out a I, the 
other." In such a volume tho loKcnd of 
Dick Whittingtun would require several 
scores of pages for proper treatment. Iluro 
wo say nothing about it. 


But there Is another folklore talo of the 


same class not nearly so familiar to the 
public. Sir Honry \Vyat was committed 
to tho tower by Kichurd III and pitifully 
treated. Ho had neither bed nor clothes 
and only food enough to keep him just 
alivo. Winter sot In, and ho was liko to 
perish with cold. One night a cnt slid 
down tho chimney, came to him purring 
and confident, as to its master, curlud it- 
self upon his chest and kept him warm till 
morning. Then it passed up the chimney 
again, to reappear presently with a pigeon, 
which it put into Sir Henry's hand and 
vanished for tho day. 


When tho jalJer came, ho begged for 


moro food, but tho man replied that ho 
durht not 
"Then wilt thou dross any I 


provide!'" risked Sir Henry. Vory willing- 
ly tho jailer promised, and ho kept his 
word, though startled and alarmed at 
sight of the pigeon. So things went on for 
a time. But wickud Richard determined 
to starve his enomy to death and guvo or- 
ders to that ciJfcct. Thon tho cut paid 6ov- 
oral visits during tho day, bringina A pi- 
geon each time, and tho jtiilcr, rightly con- 
cluding that "there were miracles about," 
reverently cooked them. So Henry out- 
lived his persecutor, and tho story Is cx- 
tant to this day among tho muniments! of 
that ancient family, but not transcribed 
by tho hero, as wo understand, nor in ids 
generation. Tho account states, howovor, 
that u picture of Sir Henry, with tho out 
and tho pigeon, was to bo seen. Liko ovi- 
donco is put forward ia Whittington's 
case. 


Since all things aro possible, it must not 


be said that either wondrous narrative 5a 
untrue. But meantime wo class them 
both among folk tales—Pall Wall Ga- 
zette.
